LOOSELY DEFINED COUNTERCULTURAL MOVEMENT KNOWN AS PUNK 
HAS REJECTED FOR THE MAJORITY OF ITS EXISTENCE. THE 
ATROCITIES AND STRUGGLES OF DAILY LIVING AND BEING 
BULLIED INTO SUBMISSION BY THOSE ABOVE THEIR SELF 
CREATED CLASS SYSTEM WHICH SYSTEMATICALLY PROGRESSES US 
AS A HUMAN RACE INTO VIOLENT SELF LOATHING, WHETHER IT 
IS SELF AWARE OR NOT, DRIVES THE FEW AND STRONG PUNKS 
WHO ASSOCIATE WITH THE IDEALS OF A SOLIDARITOUS 
COMMUNITY TO FIGHT BACK AGAINST THIS FORCED LOATHE AND 
CREATE SOMETHING THAT NO ONE ELSE COULD OR WOULD CREATE 
FOR THEM. AS IN MOST GOOD THINGS, WE TEND TO CRITICIZE 
MORE IN OUR COMMUNITY (AS PRACTICED WHOLE-HEARTEDLY BY 
ME IN ISSUE 1) AND FORGET HOW MUCH WE ACTUALLY DO 
COMPARED TO THE MAINSTREAM CULTURE. ALL THE PEOPLE OF 
THE WORLD EXPERIENCE LOSS, DESPAIR, ANGER, DEPRESSION, 

AND ANXIETY, BUT I FEEL I CAN HONESTLY SAY THAT THE 
MAJORITY OF PUNK AS A COMMUNITY TAKES THOSE FEELINGS 
AND USES THEM TO EMPOWER THEMSELVES AND THOSE AROUND 
THEM TO STAND UP FOR THEMSELVES AND DO SOMETHING THAT 
.MEANS SOMETHING. I ATTEND PUBLIC HIGH SCHOOL, AND 
^ALTHOUGH I AM ADMITTEDLY COMPLETELY DETATCHED FROM THE 
1MAJORITY OF THE STUDENT BODY, I KNOW DAMN WELL SURE THAT 
^ITS GOING TO TAKE A REAL LONG TIME TO ANSWER IF I AM 
EVER ASKED WHAT BEING A PART OF PUNK MEANS AND WHAT WE 
ACTUALLY DO (ALTHOUGH THIS INQUIRY WILL NEVER OCCUR...), 

SO THIS GIVES ME A BIT OF A REALITY CHECK THAT I FEEL THE 
CYNICS OF THE WORLD DON’T HAVE, YOU CAN CALL ME NAIVE ALL 
YOU WANT, BUT THERE IS NOT A SINGLE OTHER MOVEMENT OF 
UNITED KIDS AND ADULTS ALIKE STRIVING TO CREATE 
t SOMETHING BETTER FOR THEMSELVES BY DOING IT THEMSELVES 

and establishing a real amount of skill in the process , 

OF THE CLASSIC PUNK MEANS OF SELF PRODUCTION. YOU CAN 
MEET PUNKS FROM ALL AROUND THE GLOBE WHO CAN COOK UP A 
STORM OF A VEGAN MEAL WITH INTERNATIONAL DIGNITY, 
EXPRESS VAST POLITICAL AWARENESS AND IDEALS AND MAKE 
REAL STABS AT MATERIALIZING THOSE IDEALS, MAKE QUALITY 
SILKSCREENED CLOTHING, PRODUCE MUSIC (OR NOISE) IN A 
STUDIO SETTING WITH REAL KNOWLEDGE, CREATE MUSICAL OR 
TEXT PUBLICATIONS FROM THEIR OWN WALLET ON THEIR OWN 
MERIT, AND THE LIST GOES ON. PUNK GIVES MANY A 
DISENFRANCHISED AND ALIENATED YOUTH A CHANCE TO HAVE A 
QUITE BROAD OUTLET OF EXPRESSION AND SENSE OF COMMUNITY 
FROM A STYLE 0 }? MUSIC THAT IS COMMONLY DISMISSED AS 
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[talentless noise, it saved many of us who found punk 

FROM THE MISERY AND DEPRESSION OF MAIN STREAM 
CONFORMACY AND SOCIETAL ETHICS. I ENCOURAGE CYNICS AND 
CRITICS ALIKE TO HOLD A VALID ARGUMENT TO THE SHEER FACT 
THAT PUNK HAS GIVEN MANY THE OPPURTUNITY TO CREATE 
THEIR OWN SENSE OF PURPOSE AND VALIDITY WHILE STILL NOT 
BEING COMPLETELY CLOSED OFF TO OTHER IDEAS. PUNK AS A 
COMMUNITY AND CULTURE HAS SHOWN AN UNCANNY ABILITY TO 
HAVE AN OPEN MIND TO PROGRESSIVE IDEAS AND CONCEPTS AND 
BROADEN ITS HORIZONS. OF COURSE THE COMMUNITY HAS A 
LARGE AMOUNT OF FLAWS, AS I'VE SAID, AND THE IDEAL FOR 
SOME OF US IS NOT QUITE WHAT EXISTS. MANY FEEL IT'S SOLE 
MEANING IS TO CREATE A THREAT, BUT AFTER 30 YEARS, YOU 
CANNOT EXPECT A SOCIETY THAT JUDGES THOSE IT SEES SOLELY 
ON LOOKS COULD EVEN FLINCH AT THE SIGHT OF A STUDDED 
LEATHER JACKET OR COLORED HAIR ANYMORE. I THINK THE 
REAL THREAT THAT WE AS A MOVEMENT STILL POSSES IS THE 
FACT THAT WE HAVE A DIVERSE BUT LARGELY UNITED 
COMMUNITY OF PEOPLE WHO SHARE BASIC VALUES AND IDEAS 
'AND STRIVE FOR THE CONCEPTS OF FREEDOM THROUGH AN 
iOUTLET OF ENERGY THAT TAKES ON A VARIETY OF FORMATS, 
iMEDIUMS AND AUDIENCES, AND PUNK HAS CONTINUED TO DO *THAT 
SINCE ITS POP CULTURE PROCLAIMED "DEATH" IN THE LATE 
70'S. WE AS PUNKS STAND STRONG AGAINST OUR OPRESSORS BY 
CREATING A BETTER LIFE FOR OURSELVES AND EACHOTHER, AND 
NEVER GIVING IN TO THE BRUTALITIES AND PRESSURE OF THE 
MAINSTREAM SOCIETY'S ATTITUDE. I FEEL AS THOUGH I CAN END 
|EVERY POSITIVE OR CATHARTIC WRITING ON PUNK WITH THE 
PHRASE COINED BY UK'S THE MOB, "LET THE TRIBE 

INCREASE" HOPEFULLY THIS INSPIRED AT LEAST ONE PERSON 

SOMEWHERE READING THIS ON THEIR TOILET OR ON THE TRAIN 
OR BUS.. NEVER SURRENDER, NEVER GIVE UP, CREATE FOR
